iriformed selectmen Monday 
that the town received the 
Feasibility Study 

from the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
(MSBA) in late July and will 
be returning the packet of 
information to the state this 
week. 


During Annual ‘Town 
Meeting in May, the Town 
approved by a vote of 210 in 
favor and one in opposition 
the $1,125,000 necessary to 
fund the feasibility study. 
MSBA guarantees a reim- 
bursement rate of at least 
48.47 percent of that figure. 

The letter received recently 
from MSBA’s Deputy General 
Counsel, George F. Driscoll, 
Jr, asked the town to return 


three original copies of the 
Feasibility Study Agreement 
(FSA), along with two origi- 
nals of the Certification of 
Legal Counsel, as well as a 
certified copy of the town 
meeting vote, within thirty 
days after the date of the let- 
ter. Caira stated that the 
information would be sent via 
Fed Ex on Tuesday, August 
17. Once the MSBA receives 
the documentation and the 
FSA is fully executed, the 
Town can begin submitting 
requests for reimbursement 
of eligible. costs to the MSBA, 
wrote Driscoll. 

The town will now enter the 
next phase of the high school 
project: hiring an Owner’s 
Project Manager, which will 
work to create a conceptual

Police dispatchers contract signed

WILMINGTON - As part of a 
financial review for the town 
to sell a $4,540,000 general 
obligation municipal purpose 
loan of 2010 bonds to fund cap- 
ital improvements and acqui- 
sitions, the town once again 
received a bond rating of 
AA+. 

In May, the town was rated 
AA+ by Standard and Poor's, 
a.double upgrade from the 
previous rating of AA-. The 
upgrade reflects what is 
believed to be the highest 
bond rating in Wilmington 
history, and is the second 
highest bond rating that can 
be issued. 

Going through the process 
to obtain the loan the town 
had to be reviewed again for 
its bond rating. Caira said the 
Joan would be at a total cumu- 
lative interest rate of 2.766580 
percent, the lowest he has 
ever seen in 20 years. 

“We're obviously pleased 
with this,” said Caira. 

According to Standard and 
Poor's, the rating reflects the 
strengths of the town includ- 
inig access to Boston, relative- 
ly low unemployment, strong 
income and wealth indicators, 
available fund balances for

fiscal 2009 and a general fund 
surplus projected for 2010, 
and a low debt burden cou- 
pled with a rapid amortiza- 
tion ,schedule. Standard and 
Poor’s also found that the 
financial management of the 
town is good, all contributing 
to the stability of the rating. 
The loan, obtained through 
a competitive process, will 
pay for capital improvements 
such as a new aerial fire 
engine and a new ambulance. 
The list of items slated for 
improvement were voted at 
‘Town Meeting in 2009. Caira, 
in his budget message in 
February 2009, anticipated 
the borrowing at $5.5 million, 
a million more than is going 
out, but with a ten-year amor- 
tization schedule.

BBB warns against scams targeting senior citizens 


Fraud targeting senior citi- 
zens is a growing concern as 
millions have fallen victim to 
scammers. Better Business 
Bureau encourages families 
to keep the lines of communi- 
cation open with their elders 
regarding finances and to 
recognize some common cons 
targeting senior citizens. 

According to a June 2010 
survey by Investor Protection 
Trust, more than 7.3 million 
senior citizens—roughly 20 
percent of Americans aged 65 
or older- have “been taken 
advantage of financially in 
terms of an inappropriate 
investment, unreasonably 
high fees for financial ser- 
vices, or outright fraud.” 

“Having a serious conversa- 
tion with your elderly parents 
about how they are managing 
their money is not easy, but it 
is extremely important in 
order to help protect them 
from unscrupulous crooks,” 
said Paula Fleming, BBB

BBB warns against the fol- 
lowing five scams that com- 
monly target senior citizens: 

Sweepstakes and Lottery 
Scams - Typically, the victim 
receives a letter in the mail 
stating they have won a lot- 
tery or sweepstakes; it might 
even claim to be from 
Publisher’s Clearing House or 
Reader’s Digest. The letter 
instructs the victim to deposit 
an enclosed check and then 
wire a portion back to the 
company to cover taxes or 
administration fees, While the 
funds will initially show up in 
the bank account, the money 
will be removed when the 
bank determines the check is 
fake. The victim is out what- 
ever they wired back to the 
scammers—often amounting 
to thousands of dollars. 

BBB Advice: Never wire 
money to someone you don’t 
know. You should never have 
to send money to receive any 
winnings from a lottery or 


Medicare Scams = 
Navigating the Medicare sys- 
tem isn’t easy and some 
scammers will look for any 
opportunity to take advantage 
of the confusion. Commonly, 
a scammer will claim to be 


with Medicare and ask for 
personal information such as 
Medicare, Medicaid, social 
security, credit card or bank 
account numbers. The victim 
might be given any number of 
excuses to provide this infor- 
mation including that an 
error needs to be fixed, that 
he or she is part of a survey 
or eligible to receive free 
products or can sign up for a 
new prescription drug plan. 

BBB Advice: Remind your 
elderly family members that 
Medicare will never call to 
ask for sensitive personal 
financial information. If you 
suspect fraud contact your 
local police or the Health and 
Human Services Office of 
Inspector General at 800- 
HHS-TIPS. 

Bereavement Scams - 
Scammers will often try to 
take advantage of the 
increased vulnerability of 
senior citizens who have 
recently lost a loved one, such 
as a spouse. In one recent 
example, a mother and 
daughter team in Ohio would 
find targets by scouring the 
obituaries. They would then 
call the widow or widower 
and claim that their spouse 
had outstanding debts that 
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needed to be paid immediate- 
ly. Victims would then pro- 
vide a blank check or credit 
card. 

BBB Advice: Offer help to 
elderly family members if 
they have recently lost a 


call, ask for written confir- 
mation. 

Deceptive Professionals - 
While many scams targeting 
senior citizens might not have 
a face, some scammers will 
be invited in the front door 
including technicians, con- 
tractors, chimney sweeps, air 
duct cleaners and other ser; 
vices. Some professionals will 
lie about the extent of the 
problem or claim safety 
issues and then inflate prices 
for unsuspecting senior cus: 
tomers. 

BBB Advice - Find profes: 
sionals you can trust by

. It was just the 
second time I have seen a 
Woodcock; the first time was 
more than 20 years ago, right 
in my backyard in 
Wilmington. At that time I 
heard rustling in the brush, 
stood still and watched, and 
eventually the bird moved 
into view. 

Another bird sighting was 
reported to me by a friend 
who spends time during sum- 
mer in the Berkshires. He 
told me that around his sum- 
mer home, he has seen 5-6 
Scarlet Tanagers; another 
bird that summers in 
Massachusetts that I haven't 
seen for maybe 50 years. 

Locally, I haye seen this 
summer season many 
Orioles. A pair has nested in 
trees on my property or in 
trees next door. Once Orioles 
have mated and built there 
intricate, always gray bag 
nests, they don’t sing or call 
unless a predator is near. 
Orioles spend most of the 
summer season high in the 
trees searching for insects. 
Unless you are looking up, 
and catch that brilliant 
orange color, you don’t see 
them. After leaves have fall- 
en, if they have nested in 
your trees, you can find their 
nests. If you are lucky, like I 
was once, the nest may fall 
intact and then you can

I 
rip up old sheets into strips to 
tie-up plants. There are lots 
of loose threads on these 
strips which I pull off and 
hang on branches or fencing, 
I have only seen the female 
Oriole pulling these threads 
off the plant ties and gather- 
ing the ones I have hung. I 
don’t know for sure, but I 
assume the female does the 
nest building, or should I say 
weaving? If you haven't seen 
an Oriole nest up close, I 
hope you will some time. 

The other summer bird vis- 
itors I have seen are the 
House wren. The House 
wren built a nest in a bird- 
house that I had provided. * 

Besides suet, thistle and 
fine cracked corn, which I 
have available all summer, I 
continued to provide shelled 
sunflower seed for awhile, 
but after being inundated 
with Bronze Grackles, Red- 
winged Blackbirds and Blue 
Jays I stopped filling feeders 
- even though I did have a 
female Rose Breasted 
Grosbeak visit twice that I 
know about. I also had a pair 
of Savannah Sparrows nest in 
a tall shrub next to my house. 

If you have planted red bee 
balm and set out a sugar and 
water feeder, you should be 
visited by the Ruby Throated 
Hummingbird. The 
Hummingbird is also drawn 
by any red/orange flower, 
like the cardinal flower and 
trumpet vine. 

Next to House Sparrows, the 
most common birds visiting 
my yard consistently this 
summer were woodpeckers. 
At one time there were 10

My garden did pretty good 
during this recent hot and 
dry spell. I do water potted 
plants, but don’t generally 
water flowers. I did water my 
vegetable garden three times 
during July, 4 to 5 hours each 
time. My mystery plant came 
back again this year, along 
with the Red coneflower, 
which grew this year at the 
base of what I call a moon- 
flower. If you Google moon 
flower, it looks nothing like 
what I have growing. My 
moon flower is about 4-5 feet 
tall and 1-2 inches in diame- 
ter with four-petal yellow 
flowers that bloom at night 
and die and drop during the 
day. One thing is certain 
about this plant, it is inva- 
sive. Last year I had one, 
this year I have five that I 
have allowed to grow because 
of location, with many, many 
more that have started to 
grow. I think I have cut or 
pulled up maybe 100 around 
the yard. I'll probably be 
sorry I let any grow. They are 


interesting. 
The Black eyed susans, 
which seed themselves, are 
the best ever. In one area 
they grew on both sides of a 
walkway, I couldn't have 
planned the visual effect they 
made. Almost three feet 
high, several variations in 
color. They started blooming 
mid-June and are still at it. 
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They have filled in all the 
right places. The roses are 
doing good this summer 
since I took the recommenda- 
tion of a rose grower and fer- 
tilized. Those orange beetles 
that devour oriental lilies did 
there damage again this 
year, even though I checked 
regularly and squashed 
everyone I could. 

Before I close, I have anoth- 
er bird item. I belong to Mass 
Audubon and receive a notice 
from them.

Delponte, a former standout 
catcher at TMHS, is a mem- 
ber of the Bryant University 
men’s baseball team and this 
past spring he batted 317 
with 11 RBIs. He is like many 
collegiate players who take

In addition to playing for 
Bryant, DelPonte has also 
played in the Intercity 
Baseball League, an amateur 
summer baseball league in 
Greater Boston.

And Delponte was one of the 
selected few local collegiate 
players to be asked to partici- 
pate in this event for the sec- 
ond straight time.

He also was close to the athletic programs during his four 
years at Providence College, then picked up a job right out of 
college for $6 an hour working the hockey games at the 
University of New Hampshire. 

He attended grad school at UMass-Amherst, enrolling in 
Sports Management. 

“It was at that point I knew I wanted a career working in col 
lege athletics, at a Division 1 school,” said Paquette. 

He joined Boston College in 1994 as a development assistant 
and later accepted a series of positions of increasing responsi 
bility within the university's athletic fundraising operations.

Shop smart for school supplies 


‘There are many tips out there for back-to-school shopping, 
but some of the smartest advice is to get organized, make a list, 
and stock up on the sales/bargains you can find. 

Parents may find that school supplies are becoming more 
expensive, and that a wider array of items are requested each 
and every year. It's not uncommon to see tissues, antimicrobial 
soap, and snacks placed on school supply lists. That's because 
many teachers’ budgets for school supplies are being cut, and 
parents must make up the difference. 

In a 2005 Back-to-School Consumer Intentions and Actions 
Survey, families with school-aged children were expected to 
spend about $450 on school supplies each year. 

To avoid breaking the bank on school supply shopping, con- 
sider the following ideas. 

Separate wants from needs: Most school supplies do not go 
out of style, provided you buy book covers, notebooks and fold- 
ers that do not play into the latest cartoon or movie craze. 
Buying generically styled supplies is often less expensive and 
will help ensure that you won't have to purchase all new sup- 
plies the next time the latest blockbuster movie comes out. 
Think usefulness in supplies rather than fancy and fun. 

Recycle and reuse: After each school year, sort through stu- 
dents' supplies and weed out the ones that still have some utili- 
ty and put them in a safe place.. Supplies re-used are supplies 
that don't end up in the trash . or in landfills. 

Begin shopping early: Don't wait until the week before the 
school year starts to go shopping, because prices may be high- 
er at this time. By starting early you can shop the sales and 
keep an eye out for bar 

Buy in bulk: It is often cheaper to buy in bulk, so think about 
doing so for the supplies you know your child will use up quick- 
ly, such as pens and pencils, paper, and paper clips. Think about 
getting together with other parents and negotiating with stores 
for a less expensive price if you buy in bulk. Set up a storage 
cabinet or supply cabinet in your home, like a business office 
would have, that can house the supplies. Send kids to school 
with only a few items at a time so they're not lost or traded.

Desk 


A desk is the centerpiece 
of any homework area. Think 
about the purpose of the desk 
and what activities it should 
be able to handle. You may 
want the desk to be able to 
grow with the child.

— "It's the world's best inven- 
* tion." The PDA stores hun-

Residents push back on interchange 


WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY - A meeting ostensibly 
about form-based code in 
‘Tewksbury last week erupted 
into backlash from South 
Tewksbury residents about 
the development of the inter- 
change at all. 

Nearly two dozen residents 
attended a meeting in 
Tewksbury Town Hall to dis- 
cuss concerns raised during 
the public comment period 
following the June presenta- 
tion of the form-based code 
draft proposal 

As Carole Hamilton, 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation for Wilmington 
and a member of the Tri- 
‘Town Task Force, put it, “The 
difference between tradition- 
al zoning and form based 
code is that [with FBC] we 
decide on what the place is 
going to look like first. We are 
saying to a developer, in a 
very broad brush, these are 
the kinds of buildings we'd 


like to use, we'd like these 
kinds of roads, and limit the 
size of the blocks so that it is 
walkable.” 

Traditional zoning limits the 
way the land is used, i.e. resi. 
dential, heavy industrial, or 
agricultural. Planning boards 
typically then react to the 
plans a developer brings 
forth to a board to try and get 
an aesthetic that meets the 
town's vision. Form based 
zoning allows towns, through 
planning boards, to decide 
first what they want the place 
to look like in a broader 
sense, 

However, developers see the 
form-based code as more 
restrictive, often having to 
put more money into infra- 
structure development - such 
as wider roads - leaving fewer 
funds for the construction of 
the buildings themselves 

“We haven't had this in our 
hands~long enough yet to

Paying health-care costs via 
your flexible spending account at

Starting next January, you won't 
be able to submit claims for over- 
the-counter medicines unless your 
doctor has specifically directed 
you to use them. This may be dif- 
ficult for people with chronic ill- 
nesses whose necessary drugs are 
now available over-the-counter. 

It’s wise to stock up on these 
drugs before the end of the year; 
even if your company allows a 
grace period through March, 
there may be a problem with 
these drugs. 

Another change coming up: 
starting in 2013, the limit on annu- 
al’ FSA put-asides will drop to 
$2,500. It is assumed that by then, 
more ‘ive and afford- 
able health coverage will be avail- 
able, But some people with chron- 
ic diseases and high co-payments 
may find the new limits difficult.

“New Media” is a byproduct 
of this world of the Internet in 
which we now live. There are 
so many new terms and pro- 
cedures (podcasting, vodcast- 
ing, video-on-demand, etc.) 
and websites which handle 
the various streams of “New 
Media” (YouTube, Vimeo, 
blip.tv, Ustream, Justin.tv, 
etc.). As a content producer, it 
can be confusing to make your 
way through the multiple for- 
mats and websites trying to 
get your stuff out to the world. 

Especially for me. I’m an old 
school radio-and-TV guy and 
my mindset was clearly stuck 
in the old “central-station-to- 
audience” broadcast model. 
But the YouTubes of the world 
have helped to decentralize 
the whole concept of broad- 
casting, and I, as a media guy 
in this brave new world, need 
to be up to speed as much as I 
can be on this front. 

Case in point: As you read in 
this space a couple of weeks 
ago, I have just launched a 
new show on _ WCTYV, 
“Stateside Footy” featuring 
Australian Rules Football and 
our local team, the Boston 
Demons. In addition to 
putting it on WCTV (and other 
access channels around the 
area), I wanted to post the 
show online, but I had think 
about this a little bit. The 
obvious choice would have 
been YouTube, but you can 
only upload clips up to 15.min- 
utes long (it used to be 10, but

they upped it to 15). 
if you are looking to 
90-minute long foot- 
Sure, I could cut it 
15-minute pieces 
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intended more for live video 
as it is happening. Basically, I 
need a place where I can 
upload my show as inexpen- 
sively as possible. 

So I finally found a site 
called blip.tv which would 
allow me to post the full- 
length episodes with a basic 
(read: FREE) account. I post- 
ed the full-length episodes 
there. 

I also posted smaller clips 
(my viewers guides, which 
give novice viewers a basic 
understanding of the game) to 
the blip.tv site.

Protecting renters 


To the Editor: 

Recently Governor Patrick 
signed into jaw legislation I 
sponsored to stabilize neigh- 
borhoods hard hit by foreclo- 
sures. 

‘The new comprehensive law 
protects renters in good 
standing from arbitrary evic- 
tions when properties are 
foreclosed, incentivizes 
lenders to work with borrow- 
ers to find alternatives to 
foreclosure when possible, 
establishes mortgage fraud 
as a crime, and creates new 
consumer protections for 
reverse mortgages. 

Throughout this foreclosure 
crisis, many renters have 
been evicted due to no fault of 
their own. As the Senate 
Chair of the Housing 
Committee, I heard story 
after story of families who 
paid their rent on time and 
found out they were being 
evicted because their land- 
lord had lost the property to 
foreclosure. As a result, prop- 
erties have been left vacant, 
leaving neighborhoods vul- 
nerable to deteriorating prop- 
erty values, ‘blight, and 
crime. This new law will 
allow tenants in good stand- 
ing to continue to rent their 
homes until the property is 
sold. 

This new law also aims to 


bring lenders and borrowers 
together to find alternatives 
to foreclosure. The legislation 
is balanced, and in no way 
assumes that all mortgages 
can or should be saved. It 
does, however, address the 
“black hole” scenario, which 
occurs when borrowers can- 
not even get a conversation 
with the lending institution, 
despite heroic efforts to do 
80. 

Because the bill signing was 
in Brockton, many 
Merrimack Valley people who 
were instrumental in this bill 
were unable to attend. I want 
to publicly acknowledge the 
hours and hours of meetings 
and advice from those in our 
area who work with borrow- 
ers and lenders everyday to 
stem the tide and stabilize 
neighborhoods. 

A huge “thank you” from me 
and my staff to Juan Bonilla 
and Tamar Kotelchuck from 
Lawrence Community Works, 
Len Raymond at Homeowner 
Options for Massachusetts

has printed its annual report 
at a Wilmington printer. 

Praxair awarded a similar 
grant to Tewksbury Public 
library, and Chelmsford and 
Haverhill libraries also have 
self-checkouts. 

The prevalence of self- 
checkout stations in other 
industries makes the adop- 
tion of one at a public library 
ideal; allowing patrons to 
take care of the process, even 
pay fines, on their own. 

Activity at the library has 
increased dramatically over 
the last few years, likely in no 
small part to the stagnant 
economy. 

“Our circulation has contin- 
ued to go up every year,” said 
Wood. “We hope the self- 
checkout will catch on and 
free-up staff to then do other 
things in the library. We have 
a five year plan that is very 
ambitious - this technology 
will allow people to turn their 
attention to new things over 
rote, repetitive tasks.” 

The base unit of a self-check 
station costs between $11,000 
and = $12,000.
